MEMORANDUM FOR: Director of Central Intelligence 


SUBJECT: PFIAB Meetings of 5-6 December 1974 


1. Attached is a proposed agenda left by Wheaton Byers for the 
PFIAB meetings on 5-6 December. The Board asks that you orchestrate 
the coverage and that you appear yourself for about an hour on Friday, 

6 Decembey on a subject of your choosing. 


2. While there is no particular order of the subject matter required - 
emphasis is on all aspects of intelligence in the Middle East. I recommend 
that you have the NIO for the Middle East and the Economic NIO prepare a 
general briefing for the morning session. (11-3 may have some use here, 
too.) It might also be useful to consider having DIA present a response 
to the military capability question at the same time. IC Staff can address 
the post mortem question. 


3. Inthe afternoon we can place emphasis on requirements, capabilities, 
and limitations of intelligence in the Middle East. I suggest we might want 
the DDI to lead this discussion, followed by Lew Allen and Admiral Inman 
addressing collection capabilities and deficiencies. It is also possible that 
DIA would want to arrange for someone to talk about the tactical capabilities 
in a more general sense, but I would expect that Admiral Inman could handle 
that, too. (They do not want 'dog and pony" shows.) You may also want to 
consider whether John Waller should take some time, awe. 


4, Inany case, time is short. I believe it would be useful for you to 
mention the requirement at the USIB session and determine how we want 
the matter approached. I've provided copies of the proposed agenda and this 
note to DD/I and D/DCI/NIO.
